Last Thursday night the award of 

thirty-six swimming. buttona and sev- 
en life-saving buttons to Boy Scouts 
by the Red Cross Life Saving Corps 
was the beginning of the campaign 
in this vicinity to lessen the annual 
“number of deaths in the water. Al- 
peady by similar efforts in other 
localities the life saving corps has 
cut down that annual number by 
over one thousand. The work here 
promises greatly to help a further 
cut. 

For several weeks I have been 
working with the active assistance 
of head Scott Master Robert Stone, 
Principal Merton E. Hill of © the 
Chaffey Union High School, and Mr. 
‘Fred Clapp, the high school swim- 
ming instructor. Without their as- 
sistance I should have been unable 
to accomplish half what I have; 
but with it I am glad to say that I 
shall leave this vicinity assured 
that the .educational work of the 
life saving corps will be extended 
to every ene who desires it. 

By that statement you will know 
that the work of the .Red. Cross 
Life Saving Corps not’ only consists 
of the active saving of life. My 








That point ‘was reached when , 
Clapp was certified as an instructor 

and examiner for the corps and 
Mr. Lucas for the Boy Scouts. With 
the help of these two any one who 
wishes to become a skilled swim- 
mer or life saver can have his wish 
realized for the asking. 

Nor %s such a wish preposterous. 
It is a fact that swimming is prob- 


ably’ one of the most easily acquir- 


ed accomplishments, if the acquire- 
ment is correctly directed. Any 
one who can walk can become an 
expert swimmer. 

There are three masteries to be 
acquired before any one may be- 
come such an expert—three mas- 
teries that are exceedingly simple of 
accomplishment: The first is the 
master of buoyancy. This is easy 
because the average human body is 
lighter than the water it displaces. 
Any one who will lie on his back 
in the water with his head thrown 
back until only his eyes, nose, and 
mouth are out of the water will 
soon be. convinced that no effort or, 
at worst, almost no effort is requir- 
ed to vemain afloat. The second 
mastery is that of balance. After 
one has learned to float, per- 
sistent effort one 
float in any position—back, side, or 
face—by balancing. The third mas- 
tery is that of propulsion. That re-

About the shipment of 24 tons of 
copper ore from Upland to San Fran- 
cisco is woven a story of alleged 
claim jumping which promises many 
interesting details before the case is 
closed, and just what the result will 
be is hard_to foretell. 


Up in Ice House canyon’ above 
Camp’ Baldy is what is known as 
Kelly’s Cabin and near this famous 
cabin is a copper ore mine on which 
Dr. F. K. Strasser, of Hemet, has 
spent in the neighborhood of $10,000 
and has 100 tons of copper oré on 
the dump, which some time since 
assayed $65 per ton. Dr. Strasser 
has done very little work on the mine 
the past two years. 





Several weeks ago Geo. Hudson

Grove ordered a freight car placed 
on the siding here and commenced 
hauling the ore from the mine and 
the other day shipped the car which 
contained 24 tons of ore to the Amer- 
ican Smelting Works at San Fran- 
cisco.

In fact. we 
all know that is true. But why 
in the name of common sense 


cannot the industrial. world go 
right along with its savings just 
as well without the law as with 
it? Why is it necessary to make 
a man get up by law or quit 
work by law? 

Seems like we are given up to 
law. The country has been auto- 
eratically controlled even with- 
out law for so long that the econ- 
trollers know no other way to 
get along. Looks like adminis- 
tration wanted to hang on to 
every law that gives it power 
over the human body just as long 
as possible. 

If it is best and most profit- 
able and convenient to start 
work in factory .and office and 
on the farm. at six or seven 
o’clock instead of seven or eight 
o’clock it may be depended upon 
that the men who run_ those 
things will adopt the neecssary: 
rules. 

By law we say it is noon when 
the sun has not reached merid- 
ian height. Just as well order 
the sun to rise an hour earlier 
by law. 

There is no law nor ean one 

be enforced in peace times that 
can make a man close his store 
or theatre or office at any hour 
of the day or night, neither can 
we by law make a farmer or 
merchant go to work earlier or 
quit sooner than he wants to. In 
‘war times that was done to a 
large extent. Stores that did not 
close at five or six o’clock did 
close at nine because the war 
board said so, and theatres and 
other places open at night did 
the same. That effected a saving 
of considerable fuel and lights. 
But it is not possible to enforce 
such laws or rules when peace 
has come, if it ever does. 
» While the daylight law did 
‘Work many inconveniences there 
is not.a saving it effected that 
cannot just as well continue 
without the law. It does not 
bring any good to the people 
that they cannot bring to them- 
selves without the law.—Colton 
Courier.

tions bill turned down the 
amendment, offered by Senator 
‘Kenyon, of Iowa, which propos- 
ed the appointment of a joint 
committee to prepare a national 
budget system plan. This re- 
fusal was made the text of a 
public announcement by the Na- 
tional Security League, which is 
conducting a campaign of eduea- 
tion designed to create a public 
demand for financial order in- 
stead of chaos in the vital mat- 
ters of government income and 
outgo. 

The stand taken by the Secur- 
ity League may in part be cred- 
ited with the fact that the up- 
per house passed a resolution, in- 
troduced by Senator McCormick, 
of Illinois, providing for a com:

out a budget system. Nothing

Headquarters of the Shipping 
Board’s recruiting. service has ap- 
pealed to California to furnish 600 
men a month fo rthe new American 
merchant marine.
